Whenever there is a new cabinet 
needed, a window to be put in, a 
partition to be built, or even a barn 
to be torn down, the College car- 
penter is called into action. 

Under the direction of Brother 
Fred, and his student assistants — 
Norbert Hoying, William Bums, 
Dick Jones, Richard Chrosniak and 
Ambrose Ruschau — the carpenter 

fixing chairs, tables, and desks, 
building cabinets, sash boards, and 
walls, and doing general repair 
work. 

Perhaps the greatest aid to the 
shop’s efficient work is its standard 
equipm e.nt > -which..includes- a- lathe, 
two drill presses with shaping and 
mortising attachments; two rip 
saws, one operated by a one horse- 
power motor, the other by a three 
horse-power motor which also sup- 
plies the power for an emery wheel, 
a crosscut saw, and a band saw; 
two electric sanders; and a jointer 
and a planer which are operated by 
a ten horse-power motor. The two 
electric sanders and an electric hand 
saw have recently been added to the 
Equipment.

Curious Objects Will 
Be Placed On Display 
In Various Lab Rooms 

In process of being moved from 
the major seminary at Carthegena, 
Ohio, is the Cosmos Memorial Mu- 
seum.- Some of the antiquated and 
valuable articles will be kept in the 
science laboratories; others will be 
placed in the room above the music 
department. 

A hand-carved miniature of the 
Tairuvanykaval Temple of Trichy, 
South India, is one of the treas- 
ures of the huge collection; it and 
most of the specimens have been 
gathered from the various mission 
fields. 

Display Human Head 
Head-hunting tribes of Indians 
of the Amazon valley have one of 
their trophies of war on display. 
This “ztanzta,” or shrunken human 
head, is of great value and interest. 
After slaying an enemy, the Jivaro 
Indians hack off the head and re- 
move the skull. Through a very 
complicated process the fleshy por- 
tion of the head is reduced to a 
size smaller than a baseball with 
the eyes and hair remaining intact. 
(At the present time the head is 
on display in the biology lab.) 

Birds, animals, bugs, insects,* and 
other creatures are included in the 
collection. The display of birds is 
featured by a stuffed pelican with 
a wing span of eight feet. Others 
are a gull, an owl, a red-tailed hawk, 
and a small South American warb- 
ler. There is also a very complete 
collection of bird eggs. 

Some of the animals are a fox 
squirrel, a common bat, the hide of 
an armandillo formed into a basket, 
a pair of horseshoe crabs, a small 
alligator, and others. Skins of a 
jaguar, wildcat, cobra, and leopard 
are also found in the collection. 

Many of the other articles in- 
cluded in the museum are of liturgi- 
cal interest. Then there is the col- 
lection of articles from the mission 
fields of New Mexico; the coin col- 
lection * displacing many spedmens ’ ’ 
of great antiquity and value.
